KIDNAPING THREAT IS REVIVED. 


Abduction of Tacoma Lad Recalls Spectacle of 
Guards for American Children. 


Failure to effect the release of Charles Mattson* the 
Tacoma, Washington, lad, lias revived the fear of kidnaping 
which swept over the country a few years ago. The Lind­ 
bergh case was only one of many kidnaping.- engineered at 
the height of the abduction racket, and the threat of this 
most terrible of ail crimes hovered over every home of 
wealth or prominence. 
But Fe dent I agents vent into action and one kidnaping 
after another was solved. Kidnapers were sent to the elec- 
tric chair or to prison for life and the country began to feel 
that finally something was being done and American citi­ 
zens and their children could lead normal lives. 
The whole terrible specter is brought back by the Matt­ 
son case.* There is a growing fear that youngster has been I 
killed and we .'hall see again the spectacle of armed men 
standing guard while little children play. It is possible that j 
the Tacoma kidnaping was done by a maniac, but the men-j 
tally unbalanced may get their inspiration from lurid ac­ 
counts of the achievement - of professional criminals. 
The ; 
law enforcement agencies can’t afford to relax efforts to J 
drive tho kidnapers out of business.

William IL Moran Says Government Is Niggardly 
in Providing Retirement Pay. 


Retiring after 54 years as chief of the Secret Service, 
William H. Moran took advantage of the opportunity to criti­ 
cise tho Government’s policy of dealing with Secret Service 
operatives in the matter of retircim ut pay. Ile pointed out 
that the work of Secret Service men is extremely hazardous 
and they are entitled to more than average consideration in 
providing for their retirement on account of age. 
Mr. Moran’s retirement allowance is approximately $1,500 
a year. That sum will be sufficient to provide the necessi­ 
ties, but will probably be insufficient to enable him to live 
in his accustomed manner. But there is no reason why he 
should be compelled to accept a much lower standard of liv­ 
ing in retirement. 
Government salaries, as a rule, are not 
large for the more responsible positions. 
Clerkships carry 
better salaries in proportion. On the whole private business 
pay- better salaries to executives. 
It is altogetht r likely, therefore, that Mr. Moran received 
a smaller compensation than paid men of similar talents and 
with like responsibilities in private business. But the Secret 
Sen ice is not so large in the number of men employed as to 
constitute much of a problem for the Government in the 
matter of retirement. 
Some will say, of course, individual thrift should be relied, 
upon to provide for old age needs. That may be true, but! 
on the other hand the Government might practice some of 
humanitarian virtues so loudly urged upon private em-5 
plover .
